In higher Life ’tis precifely the fame 
thing s {uch as court the Breath of Vulgar Applaufe by 
a Series of mean and little Actions, are traly great Men;

try in a legal Way, are little refpected, perhaps made 


the People’s Refentments. ‘This has fallen out fo often, 
both in this and in other Nations, that to produce bx. 
amples would be linle lefs than attempting to write a 
General Hiitory ; and, to fpeak Truth, the Motives to 
{uch a Behaviour ave in themtelves fo ftrong, fo natural, 
and fo likely to continue in Force, that it will afford no 
juft Caufe of Wonder to fuch as fhall live after us, if the 
like fall out in their Days.

for their Palatine, who was at the fame ‘lime unan:- 
moully elected. The 16th was fix'd forthe Day of 
her Coronation. 

The King of Spain’s Ambaffador the Count de Mon- 
tijo had an Audience of the King of Pruflia in his Tent 
on the 13th, and was very gracioufly received 

The King of Pruiha’s Minitter the Count de Truch- 
fes fet out the fame Day from Hanover for S lefia, and 
*tis faid he carries with him to his Mafter the King of 
Great Britain's lah Propofal for accommodating his 
Difpure with che Queen of Hungary. 

The Letters from Venice men ion the Death of the 
molt Serene Doge Pilani, in the 84tu Year of his Age, 
he having been veiled with that Dignity fix Years and 
a half.

Letters from Breflau fay, the King of Prutha has given 
a freth Proof of his Refolution not to moleit the Roman 
Catholicke in their Religious Ceremomes. It being 
ufual for th: Clergy to have an Annual Proceflion on 
the Fealt of St. Sacrament, the Magiitrate for fear of a 
Diflurbance fent to tell them, That he did not intend 
in the leaft to hinder it, but that he could not be an- 
{werable for any Diforder that might happen too great 
for the Regency toquel!, and that therefore he left it to 
their Confideration what todo. The Clergy return’d 
Anfwer to the Magitlrate, that finding his Reprefen- 
tations very juft, they would wave the Proceflion this 
Year. The King being foon inform’d of this, imme- 
mediately fent an Oflicer to acquaint the Clergy, * That 
* he wonder'd why they would not make the Proceffion 
© ac ufual; that they need not be afraid of Difturbance 
‘ from his Soldiers in the Publick Exercile of their Re- 
* ligion, as he had fatisficd them once already, and 
‘that therefore they might fafely make their Pro- 
‘ ceffion.” The Clergy in a moll refpectful Manner 
return'd their Thanks to the King, but defir’d to be 
excus’d from any Procefhon this Year. 

Letters of the roth ult. from Hanover fay, that an 
Exprefs is arriv’d there from the King of Sardinia, to 
affure his Majefty of his trm Refolution not to favour 
any Enterprizes or Projects that may be form’d to the 
Prejudice of the Tranquility of Italy ; and that an Ex.
